@ Norton Simon, chairman of the board of Hunt Foods 
Inc., and R. M. Ingram, president of E. C. Miller Cedar 
Lumber Co., Aberdeen, Wash., have been elected to the 
board of directors of Harbor Plywood Corp. This election 
‘increases the number on the board to nine, a move 
forwarded by Simon who is the largest single stock- 
holder in the Corporation. 


®@ As feature speaker at the 22nd annual Fernhoppers’ 
Banquet, School of Forestry, Oregon State College, Co. 
W. B. Greeley pointed out forestry needs: Finish round- 
ing out the forest program by bringing insect protection 
to as effective stage as fire protection; increase the 
national forest crop to eliminate deficiencies and start 
building a reserve; effect maximum economics and social 
service via multiple use of natural resources, of which 
water is the key factor. 


®@ United States lumber production in 1953 is the highest 
on record since 1929, the year National Lumber Manu- 
facturer’s began reporting annual cutting figures. The 
1953 cut was preliminarily set at 39.2 billion board feet. 


® Leo V. Bodine, executive vice president of the Na- 
tional Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, appeared be- 
fore the House Public Works Committee last month to 
throw the support of the lumber industry behind the 
timber access roads provisions of a federal-aid highway 
bill offered by Congressman McGregor (Ohio). Bodine 
urged Congress to authorize expenditure of at least $45 
million over a two-year period for the construction and 
maintenance of timber access roads in the national for- 
ests. He estimated that a shortage of roads may cause 
an estimated $30 million worth of timber to be lost to 
windstorms, insect and disease infestations that devel- 
oped during 1949-51.

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How to Get Efficiency and Economy 


in a single unit of unloading equipment is 
demonstrated by Rayonier Incorporated

Rayonier Incorporated has in- 
stalled a 50-ton bridge crane at its 
Hoquiam River dump, as part of a 
program to modernize the dumping 
and rafting operation. The bridge 
crane was placed in service in No- 
vember, 1953 on the Hoquiam River 
three miles north of Hoquiam, 
Wash., and replaces a 1,200 foot brow 
log and double-tracked dock over 
which the log cars were unloaded 
with a single-line parbuckling ma- 
chine. Logs are delivered to the 
dump via a 45 mile long railroad 
from several reloading points. 

The bridge crane was selected aft- 
er a careful survey to improve the 
efficiency, flexibility, economy and 
safety of the dumping and sorting 


operation. Rigid specifications were 
set up. The operation had to be 
simple and economical, permit han- 
dling of bundled logs, prevent 
breakage of logs, permit some im- 
mediate sorting, permit dumping at 
lower tide levels, minimize accumu- 
lation of debris, reduce damage to 
cars and dock and yet permit an 
unloading cycle of not to exceed two 
minutes per car. All these specifica- 
tions have been fully attained dur- 
ing the first three months of opera- 
tion. 

The crane bridge structure and 
hoisting machinery are designed for 
50-ton loads which may be en- 
countered ultimately. However, the 
reeving and spreader bar are pres- 


ently arranged for 37 ton loads. 

The carriage has a span of 25 feet 
and is powered by a 20 H.P. D. C. 
travel motor with a maximum speed 
of 150 feet per minute. The hoist is 
driven by a 100 K.W. D. C. electric 
system which permits smooth, vari- 
able and positive hoisting character- 
istics. One inch slings 33 feet long 
attached to the spreader bar are 
spaced 10 feet and have a ferrule on 
one end to fit into special hooks that 
disengage automatically as the logs 
spread when lowered into the water. 

The operator’s cab is suspended 
under one end of the carriage and 
designed to permit more than 50 per 
cent visibility for the operator who 
faces parallel to the loads.

The craneways are 95’ fixed girders 
of the open web truss type supported 
by four steel towers 25’ high resting 
on treated 18” x 18” timbers. Each 
pier consists of 18 supporting piling 
with 55’ penetration into mud and 
the load is therefore carried by skin 
friction calculated at 8-10 ton per 
piling. All timber joints are made 
with split ring connectors and gal- 
vanized bolts. Wood and steel joints 
are made with shear-plates and gal- 
vanized bolts. The pier design had 
to provide for an up-lift tendency as 
well as for dead and working loads. 


Ninety-nine Foot Span 
Electrical energy is supplied to the 
crane from a 23,000 volt P.U.D. line 
running along the Olympic Highway 
adjacent to the dump site. A two- 
pole cedar tower with poles set 18’ 
center to center was erected on ei- 
ther side of the river with a span of 
472’ and towers sufficiently high to 
permit a minimum clearance of 75’

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Figure 2 shows how @ cor haul, soon to be installed, will operate ot Royonier dump. This will 
eliminate the need of a locomotive. 
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above high water. The base of each 
pole consists of one support piling 
with three piling in a “V” lashing 
and tieing. The towers are guyed 
with %” galvanized wire to 4 
anchor piling set approximately 30’ 
to either side and 2 in line with 
the transmission line. 

The main transmission cables are 
#2 H.D. bare copper and energize a 
300 K.V.A. transformer set on a re- 
inforced concrete slab at the base 
of the tower on the opposite bank 
of the river. From 440 volt taps on 
the transformer the current is fed 
to the crane through a circuit- 
breaker and 500 M. C.M.T.B.W.P.- 
M.H.D. wire. Contact with the car- 
riage is made with a flexible drop- 
loop which permits full travel and 
eliminates potential icing difficulties. 

The entire steel structure is 
grounded with wires to the river bot- 
tom at each tower. Maximum safety 
is also insured by use of covered 
conduits. 

A safe and convenient shelter is 
provided for men and electrical ac- 
cessories erected at the foot of the 
tower on the dock. 

Access to the crane is provided by 
a squirrel-cage steel ladder welded 
to one leg of the tower on the dock. 


Erection 


The erection of steel posed very 
few problems as the tower legs and 
craneways were supplied in com- 
plete units. Each tower was assem- 
bled on a barge and then lifted into 
place with a floating crane and riv- 
eted. The craneways were then 
raised into position and riveted and 
very little difficulty was experienced 
in fitting together parts prefabricated 
by manufacturer. 

The raising of the carriage pre- 
sented the most ticklish problems 
and required careful preparation and 
timing. As the erection of the crane- 
way was nearing completion, high 
tides were on the decrease and 
creeping closer to hours of darkness. 
So it was a race against time and 
tide as measurements of the floating 
crane boom indicated that available 
height and outboard clearance were 
barely sufficient to place the carriage 
on the craneway. In this operation 
the barge with the carriage was 
placed at the outside end of the 
craneway, the wheelstops on track 
were removed and at high tide the 
carriage was lifted from the barge 
and the barge removed to permit the 
floating crane to approach the crane- 
way, simultaneously raising the car- 
riage to clear the towers. Fortunate- 
ly, the preparations were adequate 
and the carriage was successfully 
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raised with inches to spare. Had this 
phase of the installation failed it 
would have caused several weeks 
delay in placing the unloader in op- 
eration. 


Sorting Plan 


Figure shows arrangement of sort- 
ing plan to be incorporated in the 
dumping operation in conjunction 
with the bridge crane. This plan 
permits immediate sorting of pulp 
from non-pulp species. A large stor- 
age ground is available upstream and 
bundled pulp logs can be floated to 
storage on one flood tide. Bundling 
will more than double the volume 
formerly stored in the same storage 
area. 

Other advantages gained by the 
new dumping and sorting system is 
reduction in loss by sinkers which 
also cause a reduction in water depth 
to the detriment of sorting and raft- 
ing. It eliminates breakage especial- 
ly of cedar which has increased to 
second in volume here in recent 
years. The entire operation has been 
smoothed out by the lack of agitation 
of water, orderly arrangement and 
even flow of logs and reduced haz- 
ards to men employed in the unload- 
ing operation. 

The dumping operation will be 
further improved with the installa- 
tion of a car-haul in a few months. 
This system will operate as shown in 
Figure 2 and will eliminate the need 
of a locomotive to shift the cars un- 
der the unloader. The car-haul will 
be capable of moving 30 loaded cars 
45’ in one and one-half minutes from 
start to stop and thereby maintain 
the two minute unloading cycle.

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How the Electrical Drive and Control 
System Operate on New Bridge Crane 


The drive systems used on the 
Rayonier bridge crane are of the 
variable voltage d.c. type and were 
especially designed for the Berger 
Engineering Co. by C. Kirk Hillman 
Co., Seattle, Wash. From the opera- 
tional standpoint, this type of elec- 
trical control offers several advan- 
tages. ; 

The maximum speed of operation 
can be obtained with this system be- 
cause the hoisting speed under light 
hook operations is approximately 3 
times the full load speed, thus en- 
abling the operator to quickly re- 
trieve his chokers and get ready for 
the next load. 

The load is under complete con- 
trol of the operator at all times. 
When the hoisting lever is not set 
for the high speed hoist position, 
the unit will lift any weight of load 
at approximately the same speed at 


any setting of the control lever. In 
the lowering position, the load is at 
all times under the control of the 
operator and the lowering speed, re- 
gardless of the load, is essentially 
proportional to the position of the 
operating lever. 


This type of drive is economical to 
operate, for when the load is being 
lowered, power is being pumped 
back into the power lines thereby 
reducing the actual power consump- 
tion of the unit. 


The unit consists of two adjustable 
speed direct current motors which 
power the cross travel of the bridge 
and the hoisting of the load of logs. 
Power for the two motors is sup- 
plied by two variable voltage gener- 
ators, which are controlled by two 
throttle type control levers mounted 
on the operator’s control console. 


How Southwest Lumber Mills Inc., 
uses its twin engine airplane. 


Among the growing number of 
American lumber companies which 
are making good use of airplanes in 
their day to day operations is the 
Southwest Lumber Mills, which op- 
erates several plants in Arizona. The 
company whose general offices are in 
Phoenix and whose plants are at Mc- 
Nary, Flagstaff, Snowflake and Over- 
gaard in the northern part of the 
state, owns a twin engine Beech- 
craft 18. 

The ship carries six passengers, 
pilot and co-pilot. The pilot of this 
plane, also operates an independent 
flying service and makes available to 
the company a single-engine Beech 
Bonanza. 

“The need for the plane,” says 
vice-president Peter C. Gaffney, 
“springs from the fact that the plants 
and the headquarters of Southwest 
are at scattered locations in Arizona 
and ‘surface transportation between 
these points is slow because of the 
mountainous terrain and at times of 
the year, extremely difficult. Two of 
the mills are at an elevation of 7200 
feet, where the snowfall averages 60 
inches a year. Some of the roads be- 
tween mills and headquarters pass 
through rocky gorges and wind 
through rugged mountain country. 
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“The chief use for the plane, of 
course, is to expedite the travel of 
company officials between the five 
operating sites and headquarters. It 
also functions in delivering a badly 
needed piece of equipment or a re- 
pair part. On occasion it brings an 
accident victim to the superior hos- 
pital facilities here at Phoenix, or a 
compensation case for treatment. 
The ship has also been a time-saver 
and a money-saver when it is neces- 
sary for several company represent- 
atives to deal with government agen- 
cies in neighboring states (like the 
Forest Service at Albuquerque, New 
Mexico) or to make a survey of 
plants in other states. The company 
has also found the ship economical 
in sending outside service men to the 
plants or representatives of engi- 
neering or contracting organizations 
like those now involved in the con- 
struction program at McNary 

“The plane represents an expense 
that the company would like to be 
able to forego but it is not the luxury 
that at first glance might be sup- 
posed; it is a valuable piece of equip- 
ment to a lumber company operat- 
ing under the peculiar conditions 
confronting Southwest.”

Murphy has its head- 
quarters in Portland, plant operations 
some 55 airline miles away at Grand 
Ronde, and carries on logging activi- 
ties in widely separated areas. To 
meet its communications needs, the 
company installed a General Electric 
industrial radio system which cur- 
rently consists of two base stations 
(one at the plant and other at head- 
quarters office) and ten mobile trans- 
mitter-receivers 


Lumber 


During this past summer the log- 
ging operations ranged all the way 
from 13 to 81 miles from the mill. Be- 
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sides, the hemlock logs were general- 
ly transported right past the mill to 
a dump some 49 miles away for raft- 
ing. The spread-out nature of the 
organization’s activities necessitated 
much in the communications line. 


Remote base station 


Grand Ronde sets in a valley on 
eastern slopes of Coast Range at 300 
ft. elevation, the mountains to the 
west of it acting as an effective bar- 
rier to radio transmissions emanating 
from this point. Because of the cir- 
cumstances prevailing, the company 
decided to install a remotely operated 
base station on Saddleback Mount- 
tain, a summit of the coastal range 
From the base station (3200 ft. eleva- 
tion) the mill can be seen to the east 
as can the Pacific Ocean to the west. 
The station sets 14 miles from the mill 
by road, 8 miles airline. The remote 
location and rugged topography pre- 
cluded extending power lines to the 
mountaintop station site, installing 
generators powered by 
combustion engines instead. 

Now the company has an effective, 
functional radio ocmmunications sys- 
tem extending from the lower Willa- 
mette Valley area clear to the coast, 
the remotely operated base station

providing the key to success of the 
whole. 

This base station is wholly radio 
controlled from the plant shop. To 
start up the system at beginning of 
the day, Wilson Boyer, truck foreman 
who has charge of the radio installa- 
tions, pushes a button (in shop) 
which transmits a tone signal to the 
base station 8 miles away. This ac- 
tivates a relay which makes connec- 
tions resulting in starting up a gas- 
engine powered generator. After a 
time delay, during which both engine 
and generator warm up, the generator 
automatically takes on the station 
load. Then the base station radio 
equipment warms up and comes into 
stand-by operation 

To shut off the system at end of the 
day a “stop” button in the shop is 
pushed, thus transmitting another 
tone signal to top of the mountain 
stopping the engine driving the gen- 
erator. 

Nicholls Radio Service, G. E. dealer 
at McMinnville, Ore., designed, built 
and installed the electronic remote 
control facilities. 


Standby generator 


It’s of interest to note that there are 
two generators rather than just one, 
both serving identical functions. Just 
one operates at a time, the other 
serving as a stand-by. The arrange- 
ment is such that these generators 
function alternately. If number one 
generator unit is shut off, the next 
time either generator comes into 
function it will be number 2 unit, 
the following time it will be number 
1 again. However, in case the one to 
be cut in doesn’t operate, the other 
automatically cuts in. 

Because it’s important that the per- 
son starting up the radio system via 
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shop-located controls know how well 
the generator units are functioning, a 
feature included in the remote control 
system makes this checking possible. 
After the generator and transmitter 
gear warms up, a microphone mount- 
ed close to exhausts of the generator 
engines automatically cuts in so the 
sound can be heard over the shop 
radio receiver. Not only does this 
indicate the functional condition of 
engine powering generator, but ob- 


jectively discloses which of the two, 


engine-generator units is in operation 
at that time. Key to telling them apart 
is the length of time the exhaust mic- 
rophone cuts in. Number 1 generator 
unit is “on the air” for different 
length of time than Number 2. Con- 
sequently, the length of time the ex- 
haust noise is transmitted indicates 
which generator engine exhaust is 
being heard. 

Prior to last season the station had 
just one generator, a gasoline power- 
ed unit which operated 24 hours per 
day the year around. According to 
Boyer, it operated continuously for

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a year except for one week during 
which the organization closed down 
for vacation. When subsequently torn 
down for overhaul, all that could be 
found to improve functional opera- 
tion was to grind the valves and in- 
stall new rings. 


Both of the present generators are 
2-cylinder Onan 1500-watt, 110-volt 
electric plants, designed and built for 
operating on gasoline fuel, which 
have been converted to utilize Pro- 
pane rather than gasoline. The con- 
versions were made through use of 
Butane-Propane conversion kits ob- 
tained from stock of Sparks-Wills, 
Inc., in Portland, which firm is a di- 
rect factory distributor for Onan gen- 
erators. 


To facilitate uninterrupted service 
as far as the generators are con- 
cerned, a special-built 4-gallon oil 
tank has been installed between the 
generator units. The tank is compart- 
mented, forming two tanks of 2 gal- 
lons each, Both compartments con- 
tain crankacse oil for the generator 
engines, each connected to its respec- 
tive engine via Aeroquip hose and 
couplings. This arrangement keeps 
the oil for each engine separate, but 
still provides for warming oil of the 
non-operating unit, thus cutting 
down on warm-up time in case it 
should be pressed into operation as 
result of failure of the other unit. Al- 
though the Propane fueled engines 
take right off, even when cold, this 
prewarming provision has proven 
beneficial. 


Two large cylinders for storage of 
Propane at the base station provide 
fuel capacity for about a year’s sta- 
tion operation between refills. 

The radio system’s fixed control, in

Another Perpetual Operation 


Careful planning was required in the setting up of Diamond Match Com- 
pany’s new logging camp and sawmill at Lyman Springs, California. 


Long known as a factor in for- 
est conservation, the Diamond Match 
Co., with California headuarters at 
Chico, has just put into operation, a

harvest operation in the company’s 
tree farm at Lyman Springs. 

The mill at Lyman Springs, which 
is just off Highway 36, and some 36 
miles east of Red Bluff, sits in the 
northwest portion of the company’s 
211,000 acre tract, which the company 
has had ever since 1907 when it was 
purchased from the old Sierra Lum- 
ber Co. 

Logging operations are out some 
six miles from the mill, and the logs 
are hauled over modern logging 
roads, with plenty of culverts, and 
good drainage, and with a roadbed 18’ 
wide. 

Present plans are that the mill will 
operate on a sustained yield basis, and 
to this end was the mill designed. 

Cecil Brown, an old time logger 
with the company, formerly side rod 
under Dana Bailey, logging superin- 
tendent of the company at Stirling 
City, is logging superintendent at 
Lyman Springs. He has four “Cat” 
D8s, two with “Cat” dozers and two 
with Hyster archers. All have Hyster 
winches. 
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Logs are loaded with a Northwest 
Engineering Co. 1%4-yd. shovel, 
powered with a Murphy diesel en- 
gine. 

At present, and until the company 
timberlands have been gone over for 
the first time, the timber is being 
harvested on a salvage cut basis. This

will remove about 35 percent of the 
volume of the timber stand. 


Salvage Logging 

Under the supervision of Dick 
Roseberry, chief forester, Al Dun- 
ham, resident forester at Lyman 
Springs, is marking the “high risk” 
trees to be cut out. Merchantable 
portions of snags also are salvaged. 

This type of cutting not only sal- 
vages trees that would otherwise be 
lost, but also lets the timber stand 
in a healthy and productive state 
with a good percentage of high 
quality timber. 

The mill sits at 3,500’ altitude and 
the timber isn’t much higher so that 
logging can be conducted nine 
months of the year, and the mill will 
cut the year ‘round, It is planned 
that about four million feet will be 
decked around the three acre pond, 
on which a Baier pond boat with

carriage. 


Chrysler marine engine, operates. 
Decking is being done by a 24%4-yd 
shovel, powered with a “Cat” diesel 
engine. The boom of the shovel is 
fitted with Berger air tongs, of the 
type developed and used by the 
Union Lumber Co., Fort Bragg, 
Calif. They have 60” jaws. 

Bull buck is Paul Suggett, who 
transferred to this operation from 
Stirling City. He has two sets of 
contract fallers under him, who 
fall, buck, and limb. They use Mc- 
Culloch gas powered chain saws. 
Also at the landing is a McCulloch 
one-man gas powered chain saw 
for limbing. 

The terrain is easy for logging, 
and skidding isn’t done over 800’ to 
1,000’. There is only a very slight 
adverse grade on the main logging 
road, which is maintained with a 
small Adams grader. 

The road is watered with a 1,000- 
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gal. tank on an International truck. 
For fire fighting there is a Dodge 
Power Wagon with a Western Fire 
Equipment Co. slip-on fire fighting 
unit, including a Pacific Marine 
pumping unit. The tank holds 250- 
gals. of water. 

Logs are hauled in with five gas- 
powered White trucks, pulling four 
Fabeco and one Page & Page trailer. 
They have Bendix-Westinghouse 
air brakes. The average load is 
about 5M’. 

The “Cat” doctor has a ton-and- 
a-half Ford truck which is fitted 
with a tank holding 400-gals, diesel 
fuel, and all necessary greases and 
lube oils, and he goes out in the 
woods and services the “Cats” in 
the morning and evening. Shell Oil 
Co. lube oils, greases and fuel are 
used almost exclusively in the woods 
and mill.

An unusual feature noted at the 
mill pond is a steel tail tree for the 
sinker high line, The company de- 
cided to have a steel tail tree built 
because a spar pole of the necessary 
strength, was unavailable in the 
immediate area 


Sawmill Features 

Gene Hooker, Klamath Machinery 
Co., Klamath Falls, in conjunction 
with N. T. Shelton, Diamond Match 
Co., engineer, Chico, designed the 
plant. It has a capacity of 10,000’ 
per hour and is operated eight hours 
per day, five days per week. 

Construction was started in Oc- 
tober, 1952, and the mill cut its first 
log in April, 1953. The mill build- 
ing is of steel and concrete con-

carriage and the rest of the build- 
ing is wooden frame. 

Logs are brought up a conven- 
tional bull chain, built by American 
Manganese Steel Co. and with Ams- 
co chairs, by means of a log haul 
powered with a GE motor working 
through a Pacific Western gear re- 
duction drive. They are bucked to 
16’ lengths with a Sumner Iron 
Works electric powered drag saw. 

Over a live deck the logs go to a 
Klamath Machine & Locomotive 
Works log stop and loader, Simon- 
son-type hook and Hill nigger. 
These devices are air powered with 
air being supplied by two Worth- 
ington air compressors. 

The carriage was built by Filer 
& Stowell, has three blocks, and 72” 
openings, and has Filer & Stowell 
electric set works. It is driven by a 
250 hp General Electric Amplidyne 
cable drive with stepless control for 
the amplidyne generator providing 
power for the variable speed drive. 

The headrig is a 9’ Klamath Ma- 
chine & Locomotive band saw with 
extended column, and is powered 
with a 250 hp GE motor driving 
through Goodyear V-belts. 

From the headrig the lumber 
goes to the six saw, 8” x 72” Kla- 
math Machine & Locomotive Works 
edger, which is equipped with an 
Edgerlite shadow line guide. The 
edger is powered with a 125 hp GE 
electric motor. 

The trimmer is a 20’ Sumner with 
11 saws, The slasher saws are be- 
tween it and the edger. 

The green chain is 120’ long and 
pine lumber is dipped in Permatox 
provided by the Chapman Chemical 
Co. There are no lumber carriers or 
fork lifts at the mill. Lumber is 
taken directly from the green chain 
by truck and trailer and hauled 70 
miles down the hill to the big man- 
ufacturing plant of the Diamond 
Match Co. at Chico.

The conveyors were built by the 
C & D Welding Service, and the 
50’ dia. burner was manufactured 
by Rees Blow Pipe Mfg.

Two Way Radio 


Playing an important part in the 
Lyman Springs operation is a 50 
watt GE radio telephone communi- 
cations system. There is the main 
transmitter and four mobile units— 
one in the White logging personnel 
bus, assistant forester’s car, woods 
boss car, and in the resident mana- 
ger’s car. This system is on the same 
frequency as the company’s radio 
telephone system at Stirling City 
and Butte Meadows. 

Resident manager at Lyman 
Springs is Fred Anderson, veteran 
with the Diamond Match Co. Fred 
at one time was superintendent of 
the mill at Stirling City, and later 
on he had a mill of his own at 
Cohassett, near Chico. Assisting him 
is J. C. Akers, formerly with the 
forestry department at Stirling City. 
Sawmill superintendent is Mel- 
bourne Hedges, also long with the 
company, and also from Stirling 
City. Head mill wright is Melbourne 
Orner, a name sake of Hedges. 
Head sawyer is Dale Rogers also 
formerly with the company at Stir- 
ling City. 

J. E. Duffey is vice president in 
charge of production for the Dia- 
mond Match Co. with headquarters 
in New York. E. J. Bechard, with 
headquarters in Chico is manager of 
California operations of the firm.

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MEN AGAINST BEETLES 


The lumber industry generally 
does not fully realize the extent and 
the seriousness of the spruce beetle 
infestation in Northern Idaho and 
Western Montana. 

The 1954 flight of the beetles is 
expected to add 880,000,000 board 
feet of infested spruce to the 881,- 
000 infested in 1953 and 617,000,000 
feet in 1952. These figures are official. 
And are from a report just issued 
entitled “Plans for 1954. Control of 
spruce bark beetle infestation, 
Northern Idaho and Western Mon- 
tana,” from Region 1 of the United 
States Forests Service. 

Region one and private operators 
have gone all out in an effort to not 
only check the spruce beetle infesta- 
tion but also to make sure that max- 
imum salvage operations are carried 
out. 

To accomplish this the Forest 
Service has done things it has never 
done before. A lot of the red tape 
seems to have been forgotten and 
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quick action taken where in the past 

endless delays have occurred. 
Special sales contracts are being 

written. This will be discused later. 


Logging of Infested 
Timber Jumps 


Some idea of how cutting of in- 
fested timber has been stepped up 
can be gained from the fact that since 
July 1, 1952, 350,000,000 board feet 
of spruce has been sold in Region 1. 
An additional 130,000,000 feet is on 
contract on sales adjusted to obtain 
the removal of infested trees. Prior 
to the beginning of the beetle attack 
a maximum of about 80,000,000 feet 
of spruce was logged in any one year 
in Region 1, This was sold as lumber 
at an average price of about $90 per 
M. During 1953 about 275,000,000 
feet was logged. During this period 
there was a general downward trend 
in lumber prices, the current average 
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Government and industry lines up for all out race to check in- 
sect ravages and to salvage millions of feet of infested timber 


for spruce now being about $84. 

One of the major means of en- 
couraging salvage of infested spruce 
has been the building of access roads. 
On this point the report says: 

“Roads provide the accessibility 
esential for control by logging. Many 
miles of new or bettered roads will 
be ready for use in 1954 to make 
their important contribution toward 
the attainment of the control-by- 
logging objective. The $8,428,500 ap- 
propriated by the Congress will pro- 
vide 420 miles of federally construct- 
ed main spruce access roads. Pur- 
chasers of infested spruce sales are 
expending $3,600,000 on 280 miles of 
spruce roads and private owners are 
spending over $1,000,000 for 61 miles 
of spruce roads. Some of these roads 
are already in use. The remainder 
will be ready for use in 1954. In or- 
der to attain the 1954 goals, sale pur- 
chasers and private owners will make 
additional large expenditures for 
spruce access roads.” 
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Saies Program Tailored 
to Fit Each Situation 


The 1954 report has the following 
to say regarding sales methods, ap- 
praisals, roads, etc. 

“In order to accomplish the indi- 
cated control objective the follow- 
ing sales guidelines will be observed 
insofar as conditions will permit: 

“1. Sale Programs. A sale pro- 
gram will be prepared for each 
operating block. The objective 
will be to obtain the maximum 
harvest of infested spruce. 

‘2. Sale Volumes. Priority will be 
given to cutting infested spruce 
only, Where logging or produc- 
tion costs require additional 
volumes to develop an eco- 
nomic unit, dead spruce and 
species other than spruce will 
be used to supplement infested 
volumes. 

‘3. Sale Duration. Sales will be 
made for a period of one year 
duration wherever possible. 

“4. Appraisal Methods. In order to 
encourage the purchasing of in- 
fested spruce, the quarterly 
retroactive pricing system will 
be used in all new spruce beetle 
control sales. 

The purchase of new sales will be 
stimulated by wider margins for 
profit and risk. Average profit ratio 
will range from 13 to 17 percent 
where main roads have been con- 
structed. For special problem chanc- 
es a higher profit ratio may be used. 


Flexible Contracts 


“Where agreement can be reached 
with the purchaser, existing sale 
contracts will be modified to contain 
the retroactive stumpage adjustment 
feature, when reappraised. Insofar 
as posible, profit and risk margins 
will be allowed on a basis compar- 
able with new sales. 

“5. Stumpage Rates. Generally, 
one stumpage price for in- 
fested, salvage and green 
spruce will be used for new 
sales. For special reasons, such 
as salvage operations, two pric- 
es may be necessary. Existing 
contracts will, in many cases, 
preclude use of a one-pricé 
system. 

“6. Slash Disposal. Appraisals will 
recognize the need for ade- 
quate slash disposal. Allow- 
ances will be made to meet 
minimum needs of fire hazard 
reduction. Not more than $1.50 
per M will be collected to cover 
costs of this work except in 
chances which indicate special 
considerations.

“7, K-V Allowances. No sales will 
be made without planned con- 
sideration for the reestablish- 
ment of future stands. Apprais- 
als will reflect this need and 
costs relative thereto. Such al- 
lowances will not exceed one- 
half of the average stumpage 
rate. 

. Soil Erosion Measures. Ap- 
praisals will recognize neces- 
sary increased costs to the pur- 
chaser for providing sufficient 
soil erosion preventative meas- 
ures. 

. Roads. The main objective for 
1954 is to log infested timber 
in large and small volumes 
from many, many places. It is 
not to build roads. Roads con- 
structed for this purpose will 
be primarily operator built. 

“The 1953 guidelines called for 

Federally financed bridges on main 
haul roads. Federal funds for this 
purpose will be very limited in 1954. 
Plans should therefore provide for 
the use of temporary structures for 
the time being except in the few 
cases where permanent culverts and 
bridges can be furnished for the 
permanent locations.

“10. Woods Utilization in Control 
Sales. Where it will result in 
an increase in the amount of 
infested spruce to be logged,

vance of payments. Where use 
of this procedure will increase 
the production of infested 
spruce and where satisfactory 
storage requirements can be 
met, this procedure may be 
adopted. Where adopted, this 
procedure will facilitate stor- 
age of logs for sawing during 
periods when conditions pre- 
vent logging.” 

A detailed summary of conditions, 
progress and plans for each of the 
seven forests, in Region 1 has been 
prepared as a aid to prospective bid- 
ders. 


Private Industry's Part 

Walter J. Neils, vice-president and 
general manager of the J. Neils Lum- 
ber Company, Libby, Mont., a com- 
pany which is endeavoring to harvest 
all the infested spruce possible, in a 
recent statement on the company’s 
1953 activities said the firm built 
119.5 miles of road in 1953 in its fight 
against the beetles. He reported the 
company logged 54,146,000 feet of in- 
fested timber. The company built a 
575 foot heavy duty bridge over the 
Kootenai River as part of its cam- 
paign to increase salvage operations 
Mr. Neils reported the shipping of 
1,180 carloads of infested spruce logs 
to mills in Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho 


Northwest starts Pest Research Drive 


A mighty effort to get the upper 
hand over destructive timber insects 
and diseases is shaping up in Wash- 
ington and Oregon, where the North- 
west Forest Pest Action Committee 
has started organizing the most in- 
tensive pest research program ever 
undertaken in the West. Public and 
private groups, industries, colleges 
and individuals are being enlisted. 

“Pests are costing the people of 
Washington and Oregon two billion 
feet of timber a year, or enough to 
build 200,000 new two-bedroom 
houses,” said E. L. Kolbe, Portland, 
chairman of the committee and chief 
forester of the Western Pine Asso- 
ciation. “We must make an all-out 
try at halting this unbearable loss. 

The report pin-points research 
needs, names targets for immediate 
action and calls on industries, col- 
leges, research foundations, chemical 
firms, spraying and dusting concerns 
and others to undertake study pro- 
jects. It urges that organizations al- 
ready engaged in forest insect re- 
search be strengthened. 

To get such investigations into 
gear, committee members are mak- 
ing personal approaches to top-level 
executives of industries and organ- 
izations they hope will take a hand 


in the job. Already keen interest has 
been shown. Committee members 
point to Centralia, Wash., where the 
Weyerhaeuser Timber Co. is ready- 
ing a full-fledged forest research 
center staffed with specialists, in- 
cluding two entomologists. They 
likewise point to new state of Ore- 
gon research work, and operational 
tests done by lumber and pulp com- 
panies in their woods. 

Serving on the sub-committee with 
Forester Richen were A. W. Moltke, 
Pilot Rock, Oregon, Pilot Rock Lum- 
ber Co.; John B. Woods, Jr., Salem, 
Oregon state board of forestry; Don- 
ald R. Hopkins, Olympia, Washing- 
ton state division of forestry; W. D. 
Hagenstein, Portland, Industrial For- 
estry Asociation; Verne D. Bronson, 
Eugene, Tree Farm Management 
Service; Walter Rathert, Klickitat, 
Washington, J. Neils Lumber Co.; 
E. F. Heacox, Tacoma, Weyerhaeuser 
Timber Co.; C. Glenn Jorgensen, 
Portland, U. S. Forest Service; and 
R. B. Wilson, Madras, Warm Springs 
Lumber Co. 

The committee report called for 
research in both insect and disease 
problems. It listed the most serious 
insect timber destroyers in three 
groups.

The problem to be solved was the 
arrival of rail cars of hardboard in 
poor condition at their destination. 
Customers had complained about the 
condition of the hardboard. The so- 
lution was the adoption of the “free 
floating load” in the rail car by K. N. 
Stordalen, superintendent of the 
Anacortes hardboard division. 

In fully utilizing the benefits of 
this system, Stordalen called on field

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engineers of Acme Steel Co. These 
engineers worked out the plan now 
used. The system basically requires 
careful packaging of hardboard and 
the “unitizing” of rail shipment in 
two floating units. 

Since Anacortes started using this 
system, Stordalen reports no com- 
plaints have been received on the 
arrival condition of the board. 

The 4’ x 8 hardboard panels 
(3/16-inches thick) are packaged in 
bundles weighing approximately 
2300 Ibs. each. Each package is 
strapped with Acme Steelstrap (%4- 
inch x .023). 

In the railroad car the packages 
are tied in two units (one in each 
end of the car) with Acme Unit 
Load Bands (1%-inch x .035). The 
important feature of this method is 
the use of three encircling bands 
tensioned with a special Acme tool 
—a #210 stretcher. The unit load is 
not fastened to the car, but “floats” 
with the movement of the car.

Why They Stayed in Sawmill Business 


Lyttle brothers had a good opportunity to quit but they didn’t, 
and in staying added new techniques to well established program. 


When the original L & K Lum- 
ber Co. sawmill on the north shore 
of Burrard Inlet, across the harbor 
from Vancouver, B.C., was burned 
down about a so ago, the 
Lyttle brothers who owned it might 
not have surprised many people had 
they simply abandoned the lumber 
business and gone into some other 
line. 

After all, Larry and George Lyttle, 
hadn’t been running the mill long 
before this disaster caught up 


54 


year or 


with them. While they were over- 
seas during the war with the Royal 
Canadian Air Force, their father had 
been running the mill with the as- 
sistance of George Smith as super- 
intendent, and before the war the 
boys had played only a minor part 
in the operation. 

When A. L. Lyttle Sr. died, the 
brothers took over and, still guided 
by George Smith, did pretty well 
with postwar markets booming. But 
lumbering isn’t the simplest busi- 
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ness in the world, and when fire 
struck the plant in December, 1952, 
people who apparently didn’t know 
the Lyttle brothers very well 
thought that would be the final blow. 

However, the smoke was still in 
the atmosphere when the Lyttles 
decided not only to stay in business 
but to build a new mill. They took 
over the mill of North Shore Lum- 
ber Corp., near the site of their 
burned plant, and resumed produc- 
tion there. But they weren’t satis-

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fied with that arrangement. If they 
were going to continue being lum- 
bermen they wanted the best, or as 
near to it as possible. So they had 
a brand new mill designed adjacent 
to the North Shore mill. This new 
plant is regarded as one of the most 
efficient smaller mills in the Van- 
couver area. Overall production 
averages 170,000 board feet per day, 
mostly gang-sawn lumber. 

The Lyttles plan to get maximum 
utilization of raw material and so, 
in addition to the twin Dominion 
gangsaws which together handle the 
mill’s entire lumber output, a Sum- 
ner hog converts into fuel a large 


proportion of the slabs and other 
rejects. The company also plans to 
move into the chip production field 
as a result of the rising demand from 
pulp mills in the lower British Co- 
lumbia coast area, and a Norman 
chipper, built by Sumner Iron 
Works, will be operated. To pro- 
vide cleaner logs and thus facilitate 
production of satisfactory chips the 
company is also installing a Nichol- 
son barker. 

In other words, the Lyttles, in- 
stead of taking what might have 
been the easier course and accept- 
ing the sawmill fire as a warning 
of fate, have not only built them-

zation and expansion program. 

“It hasn’t taken long for us to find 
out that even the small operator has 
to be efficient to stay competitive,” 
says Larry Lyttle. “There’s no per- 
centage in staying in the lumber 
business without keeping up with 
the procession.” 

L & K Lumber Co. buys some 
of its logs in the open market, and 
the balance is supplied by Forbes 
Bay Logging Co., in which it has an 
interest and whose camps are at 
Jervis and Toba Inlets. The com- 
pany operates two tugs of its own, 
both built by Star (Mercer) Ship- 
yards, New Westminster, one 36 
footer being powered with a 165 h.p. 
G.M. diesel and a 20 footer with a 
109 h.p. Cummins diesel. The larger 
boat is used for Home Sound tow- 
ing, the smaller one for booming 
operations hear the mill. In addi- 
tion, the company operates the sleek 
60 foot cruiser Donandor, a fast ex- 
police craft with a 165 h.p. GM, and 
Larry Lyttle, who is president of the 
company and does most of the log 
buying, has his own Piper Cub 
which he uses for cruising over tim- 
ber sites. George M. Lyttle is sec- 
retary, but spends most of his time 
in the mill in charge of produc- 
tion. George Smith has a sort of 
run-of-the-mill authority. He took 
charge of operations when Mr. 
Lyttle Sr. retired and so he has car- 
ried on as a general advisor and 


| director of operations, assisting the 


Lyttle brothers. 

Chief engineer is Mike Henn; filer, 
“Pug” Collins; mechanical superin- 
tendent, C. A. MacLennan; log fore- 
man, George Campbell, the last 
named being in charge of log stocks 
and booming operations. 

Logs move into the mill by wooden 
jackladder at the top of which an 
operator by a system of electrical 
buttons is able to control the pas- 
sage of logs until they reach the 
deck ahead of the gang saws. The 
controls operate through a solenoid 
or Valvair pilot valve, connecting 
with the jackladder and its exten- 
sion, the bull saw, the kickers which 
move the log onto the inclined deck, 
chains on the deck, log stop and 
loader at bottom of the deck and the 
conveyer which carries logs to the 
head of the gangsaw log decks.

Hardboard Production Techniques 


The annual winter meeting of 
Pacific Northwest section, Forest 
Products Research Society, held at 
Portland, Ore. in February, featured 
aspects of specialty manufacture of 
lumber products—furniture and 
doors. The section’s hardboard divi- 
sion, at its own meeting preceding 
the regular session, considered hard- 
board humidification and associated 
variables. 

Under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Harvey D. Erickson, University of 
Washington, the effects of operating 
variables on hardboard products 
were presented by Clark M. Keaton, 
American-Marietta Co. His observa- 
tions, based on study of a wet-proc- 
ess mill operation, indicated that the 


best operating conditions for this mill 
would be with 25% of the white 
water returned and retention pH’s of 
7.0 and forming pH’s of 5.0. His data 
show that wide variation can exist 
between individual panels made un- 
der similar conditions, but to be sig- 
nificant these must be in the magni- 
tude of 250 psi. for modulus of rup- 
ture values and 1% for swells and 
moisture absorptions. 

Humidification of hardboard 
products received consideration of a

Mottet reported that Long-Bell’s 
“pressed wood boards” are humidi- 
fied in a 50 ft. wind tunnel at about 
normal atmospheric temperatures. 
He pointed out, however, that this 
board so differs in manufacture from 
other hardboard that his data are 
likely not applicable to other fiber- 
boards. 


Syme discussed the circular hu- 
midifier, made by Industrial Air Co., 
which his organization has used two 
years for conditioning hardboard. Of 
the advantages of this unit, he men- 
tioned low initial cost, high produc- 
tion, low man-power and small floor 
space. Disadvantages statedly in- 
clude difficulty in controlling humid- 
ity conditions due to the large air 
volume involved, panels have to be 
cooled before humidifying, short 
lengths handled inconveniently, and 
the whole unit becomes inoperative 
during maintenance periods. 


Spray tower corrosion was poirited 
out by Wehrle as a distinct problem. 

Currier took as his text a report 
just released by Oregon Forest Prod- 
ucts Laboratory, authored by himself 
and J. R. Stillinger, “Relative Hu- 
midity, Moisture Content, and di- 
mensional Stability Relationships in 
Hardboard of Three Manufacturers.” 
His findings emphasized important 
differences found in amount of mois- 
ture absorption and dimensional 
changes during conditioning at dif- 
ferent humidity levels. According to 
the report, commercial hardboard 
has definitely lower equilibrium 
moisture content than wood under 
given relative humidity and temper- 
ature levels. 

Dr. George Marra, Washington 
State College, anticipates the devel- 
opment of more basic information in 
the field of wood fiber and thereby 
developing improved processes. He 
said hardboard as now manufactured 
utilizes about all known information 
in eliminating dimensional change.

Fensom, superintendent of Canadian 
Forest Products Laboratory, Van- 
couver, told of British Columbia’s 
furniture industry; and J. R. Le- 
vesque, of F. S. Harmon Manufac- 
turing Co., Tacoma, discussed quality 
control.

New Ideas for Plywood Plant 


Veneer buying mill employs some unusual methods and practices 
in producing 3,000,000 square feet of sheathing per month 


Corvallis Plywood, a new Cor- 
vallis, Ore. organization with plant 
set up in three separate buildings at 
the local airport, began producing 
plywood this fall. The firm buys 
market veneer and converts it into 
rough sheathing which the manage- 
ment anticipates producing at rate of 
3 million square feet (% in. basis) 
monthly 

Some unusual features have been 
incorporated into this dry-end plant. 
Two pieces of equipment new to the 
industry—a press and veneer drier 
reportedly made their first in-pro- 
duction appearance here. 

The drier, a 6-section 6-line unit 
built by Moore Dry Kiln Co., uses 
Propane fuel to dry green veneer by 
direct heat. This machine was in- 
stalled subsequent to plant start-up, 
the plywood organization having 
purchased only dry veneer prior to 
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getting the drier in operation early 
in November. The company figures 
on drying 30,000 square feet of green 
veneer (% basis) in 8 hours with 
this new type drier which has been 
equipped with an 18,000-gallon fuel 
tank. 

J. A. Overgard, president and 
manager of Corvallis Plywood, as- 
sisted Milton Master, president of 
Mater Machine Works, in designing 
and developing the press for making 
4 x 8 ft. plywood panels. This Mater- 
built unit develops 540-ton pressure, 
has maximum opening of 7 ft., 3 ft. 
stroke, can be blocked down to 5% 
ft. maximum opening with 2% ft. 
minimum, closes at rate of 70 in. per 
minute and opens at 40 in. per min- 
ute. 

This down-acting press needs but 
shallow pit for foundation and the 
lower platen remains at floor level; 
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it allows simple, straight-line loading 
by means of two lug-equipped chains 
going right through the press, one 
chain to each side of the platen. 

A charge is laid up on rollers then 
pushed onto the loading chains which 
move the stock into pressing position 
over the bottom platen. The chains 
carrying the charge forward simul- 
taneously remove the previous 
charge, taking it from the press onto 
the rolls for subsequent transport 
and handling by lift truck. 

Regarding the press and its opera- 
tion the manufacturers state: Three 
14 in. diameter cylinders apply pres- 
sure to the top platen. The down- 
acting feature allows use of a simple 
blocking-down device of 18 in. high 
fabricated pads placed between top 
platen and cylinders. An Oilgear du- 
plex pump operating in the hydraulic 
circuit can supply up to 3,300 psi. al-

The hydraulic 
circuit includes a 3 in. surge valve 
and a 1 in. solenoid valve, both Oil- 
gear. A pressure-regulating valve on 
the panel provides for pressure set- 
tings. But three pushbuttons are used 
to operate the press—one for locking 
the solenoid in on the 4-way valve to 
start the motor and provide down 
movement resulting in pressure ap- 
plication for setting the glue; activat- 
ing second button raises the platen 
and third button stops the pump 
motor. Upper and lower limit safety 
switches throw the 4-way valve into 
neutral center when struck by the 
platen 


Other processing equipment in the 
Corvallis Plywood operation includes 
a Francis glue spreader, Jenkins 
skinner and cut-off saws, Dennis 
tape machine, Skoog plugger, St. 
Joe dry clipper, a jointer and three 
lift trucks—two Towmotors and a 
Clark. 

To assure keeping the dry veneer 
in prime condition between its point 
of manufacture and arrival at the 
Corvallis plant, it was securely pack- 
aged and bound. Two 50 x 100 in. 
plywood panels provided top and 
bottom facing of each unit, the panels 
separated by many sheets of care- 
fully stacked veneer, and the whole 
package compressed and bound with

The newest entry in the hardboard 
manufacturing field in the state of 
Washington — Washington Hard- 
board Products, Inc., South Bend— 
will get underway in mid-April. 
That is the prediction of Bryce 
Caldwell, president. 

The plant is virtually complete; 
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and machinery installations are 
about finished. Experimental runs, 
under the guidance of plant super- 
intendent Frank Smith, will start 
April 1. Although the plant is de- 
signed to produce 100 tons daily in 
3 shifts, the original production 
will be confined to 25 tons, until all 
parts of the plant are geared to- 
gether and working smoothly. 

Washington Hardboard was de- 
signed by Industrial Development 
Company, Tacoma, of which Dale 
Schubert is president. Consultant is 
Dr. John G. Meiler, research direc- 
tor of the Coos Bay Lumber Co., 
Coos Bay, Oregon. 

Officers of the corporation (there 
are 400 shareholders) include, be- 
sides President Caldwell, Norman 
Aaron, Seattle, vice president; Wal- 
ter Simpson, Seattle, secretary- 
treasurer; and Clifford Hoof, Seattle, 
attorney. The board of directors in- 
cludes: Caldwell, Bruce Dennis, 
Raymond, Washington; Ben Wirk- 
kala, Naselle, Washington; Ray 
Moores, Skamokawa, Washington; 


Werner Poyhonen, Hoquiam, Wash- 
ington; and George Long, Morton,

The plant will manufacture hard- 
board by the dry process. Raw ma- 
terial will be purchased on the open 


market in the form of bark free 
slabs and mill waste from the 
Willapa Harbor and Grays Harbor 
area.

American Manu- 
facturing press loader and unload- 
er; Oilgear press hydraulic system; 
Link-Belt conveyors; and a felter 
and pre-press unit fabricated by 
Washington Hardboard engineers.

An effective means of increas- 
ing opportunity for carrying on a 
more extensive plant maintenance 
program, and still continue produc- 
tion at the established weekly rate 
is exemplified in the J. Neils Lum- 
ber Co. mill at Libby, Mont. The 
sawmill output, which formerly ran 
around 270,000 board feet per day, 
was upped to 330,000 per day as 
result of this major expansion-mod- 
ernization program. 

Essentially the project consisted of 
adding a whole new section to the 
pre-existing sawmill, the addition 
complete with processing compo- 
nents and lumber transportation and 
handling facilities. Some changes 
were also made in the main mill to 
better adapt the whole sawmill into 
a unified operation.

Filer & Stowell band resaw, 
another 20 by 44 in., cant gang, 96 
in. double edger—receiving stock at 
one side from the gang and the other 
side receiving from resaw, a 48 in. 
single edger for taking half the gang 
output, a slasher and two motorized 
trimmers. One of the trimmers for- 
merly operating in the’ mill was re- 
moved as part of the change-over. 
Extensive use has been made of 
Westinghouse motorcylinders in this 
changeover, for activating jumpskids 
throughout the sawmill, an under- 
cutting trimmer saw for 7 ft. grain 
door stock, and for kicking lumber 
off outfeed chain behind the resaw. 
Subsequent to increasing the plant 
capacity the company installed two 
more kilns, making a‘total of 19 sin- 
gle-track Moore kilns here. These 
are used to season about 99% of cut 
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from the Libby mill, and like per- 
centage of the company’s Troy mill 
cut. Lumber purchased from other 
mills is similarly dried. 


Another development coming as 
result of increasing the sawmill out- 
put was the installation of a second 
lumber sticker-stacker. This unit, 
developed and built at Libby by John 
Knudson, formerly dry kiln foreman 
at this mill and now retired, is a new 
introduction to the lumber industry. 
Indicative of the machine’s capa- 
bilities, it stickers and stacks an 
8,180 board foot kiln car of 4/4 lum- 
ber in 14 minutes. In one month the 
unit’s output averaged 18,941 board 
feet of 4/4 stock per hour. C. M. 
Lovsted & Co., Seattle, Wash., has 
the manufacturing rights and will be 
making this stacker under an exclu- 
sive arrangement. 

The functional operation, as de- 
scribed by Kiln Foreman Palmer 
Knudson, whose father built the ma- 
chine, follows: Green lumber arriv- 
ing in package form moves onto a tilt 
hoist from which boards move onto 
the stacker feeding table. When the 
table fills, the operator activates 
ducking dogs (by foot switch) which 
transport a course of boards to the 
kiln car. As the ducking dogs starts 
forward, a second switch (activated 
automatically) cuts off course on the 
feed table into a 9-foot cross imme- 
diately ahead of ducking dogs which 
engage the cross. 

After the cross is carried 3 ft. for- 
ward a cut-off drops to allow the 
next cross of lumber to follow be- 
hind the cross already enroute to 
the car. 

Ducking dogs, of ducking dog as- 
sembly driven by swing arms acti- 
vated by bellcrank, returning for 
next cross are counterbalanced and 
tilt forward from pressure against 
the boards. A non-reversing 5 h.p. 
G.E. motor powers ducking-dog bell- 
crank through Pacific Western re- 
duction gear. 


All functions of a course-loading 
cycle are carried out automatically 
after the operator once activates the 
ducking dog switch—the cross trans- 
ported by ducking dogs onto the car, 
ducking dogs retract, stickers drop 
into position, car drops appropriate 
distance for receiving the next 
course and the operator activates 
switch for repeating the cycle 

The course divider of this machine 
is actuated by a Westinghouse Moto- 
cylinder which holds back all of the 
lumber on feed table except for the 
9 ft. cross which continues to move 
toward the kiln car. The ducking

Gaylord Plants 100 Millionth 


Ceremonious planting of its 
100 millionth pine seedling was 
effected by Gaylord Container Corp., 
at the site of the old Batson- 
McGehee Lumber Company sawmill 
at Millard, Miss., on February 18th. 
High public officials joined with 
company executives in the occasion. 

Using present day standards of es- 
timation of 1009 seedlings per acre, 
Gaylord's planting to date would 
amount to 100,000 acres and consti- 
tutes the largest man-made forest 
on the continent. The company plans 
are to continue at the rate of eight 
to ten million seedlings annually, 
having at present about 16,000 acres 
in Mississippi that require plantings. 
Company forests, both natural and 
planted, extend into both Louisiana 
and Mississippi from Bogalusa, 
where the large paper mill and con- 
verting plant is located. 

It was adjacent to Bogalusa that 
Great Southern Lumber Company 
created the first commercial pine 
tree plantation, starting in 1920. The 
Gaylord Container Corporation rep- 
resents a merger of lumber company 
and paper company interests subse- 
quent to the closing down of the big 
sawmill at Bogalusa. The merger in- 
cluded the Bogalusa Paper Co., a 
lumber company subsidiary. As a 
result of the pine plantings, Boga- 
lusa has been the first big sawmill 
built town in the United States to 
last.

Can They Get Any Better? 


At Redding, Sierra-Cascade loggers staged one of 
the most spectacular industry 


Highlight of the fifth annual 
Sierra-Cascade Logging Conference, 
Redding, Calif., Feb. 18-20, was the 
“Loggerama” held on the morning 
of the last day. 

Before more than 1000 spectators 
jammed into the grand stand at the 
fair grounds at Anderson, power 
saws, tractors, log loaders, road 
maintainers, flame throwers for 
burning brush, steel strapping of log 
loads, portable air compressors, and 
other types of logging equipment 
were actually demonstrated, while 
the purveyors of such equipment 
explained the use of the machinery 
over the loud speaker system. 

Henry Ghiglieri, J. T. McDonald 
Logging Co., Anderson, president of 
the 1954 Sierra-Cascade Logging 
Con.erence, welcomed the 1,000 
loggers to the conference. Greet- 
ings were read from Roy Gould, 
president, Pacific Logging Congress, 
who was unable to attend.

“Facing the New Era in Forest 
Production” was the theme of the 
conference, and the first speaker, 
speaking for the “People” was W. S. 
Rosecrans, chairman, California 
Board of Forestry, Los Angeles, who 
pointed out in years gone by there 
had been a tremendous lack of 
harmony between the lumber in- 
dustry and the public. But that as 
long as 75 years ago with the es- 
tablishment of the American For- 
estry Association, people were be- 
ginning to plan for the use of the 
available supply of timber when it 
became less abundant. Other steps 
forward were the establishment of 
the U. S. Forest Service, schools of 
forestry, and state divisions of for- 
estry—the first of which was Cal- 
ifornia, Organizations of lumber- 
men began to be formed and all of 
these factors have led to a better 
understanding between the lumber

industry and the public, the speaker 
said. 

“We have passed from the epoch 
of super abundance to the epoch of 
plenty, only if we grow it,” Rose- 
crans said. He also pointed out that 
regulations based on compulsion will 
not work. The rodent problem is 
hard to handle, probably because 
we have shot off so many predators, 
the speaker stated. 

“Natural regeneration is the most 
practical in California,” said Rose- 
crans,. “and the logger is a man 
without a job if there is no supply of 
logs for future years.”

there was lots of waste. This situa- 
tion is now changing and studies in- 
dicate salvage logging is a paying 
deal for the timber owner and log- 
ger. Development of salvage logging 
operations in the woods however, 
must be followed by finding methods 
of utilization of salvaged materials 
and weed species of trees. 

The speaker said there was a 
steady drop in the quality of log 
used by the plywood industry, and 
the balance of grades manufactured 
has changed. Formerly sheathing 
was a drug on the market and now 
the manufacture of sheathing by the 
plywood industry is about 22% of its 
production. 

Hardboard was described by the 
speaker as the “glamor boy” of the 
forest industries, and he said that it 
wasn't until the post-war period 
that lumbermen began to look for 
uses for bulk fibres. 

L. J. Carr, L. J. Carr Co., Sacra- 
mento, took his listeners 100 years 
hence to the year 2054 A.D., and he 
showed a copy of a business paper 
“The Atomic Lumberman,” and 
read excerpts from this fanciful 
magazine. Wood was as solidly en- 
trenched as a material then as now, 
because, the speaker pointed out 
emphatically, trees are the only re- 
newable natural resource. 

In the year 2054 forestry had com- 
plete control over forest insects and 
disease. Fire has been completely

trees, and they grow faster. 

Trees are injected with a hypo- 
dermic needle so that they obtain 
desired stain treatment while still 
standing, and they are also seasoned 
this way. 

The nation’s forests are greater

Stevens said that more team work 
was needed between sawmills and 
retailers and wholesalers, and mills 
should not sell the itinerant lumber 
trucker and peddler. 

Middleton pointed out that a good 
wholesaler is always in the middle 
between the mill and the retailer, 
and he tries to make himself ac- 
quainted with the problems of the 


producer and the customer. 


Alsaker declared there should be 
more education as to their trade 
among sawyers, setters, and edger- 
men.

those for private timber. Contracts 
are too rigid, in his opinion, and too 
hard to adjust. 

Hansen said that by and large in 
private timber sales the buyer and 
the seller were both informed as to 
the market for the finished product. 
The major points that run through 
the private timber purchaser’s mind 
are species, accessibility, volume, 
and size of the sale. Most low price 
deals are “wholesale” sales where 
there is a long time operation in- 
volved. Higher prices are usually 
paid for quickly liquidated timber. 
He mentioned some recent deals 
where as low as $6-7 had been paid 
for pine to $46-47 per thousand in 
other deals. 

Tyrrell said that in appraising 
O & C stumpage in W. Oregon the 
system must be fair to both buyer 
and seller. It’s impossible to haggle 
over the price as in private timber 
deals. BLM averages are used rath- 
er than specific costs for certain 
operations. Sales are based on a 
cruise, and it is a package.deal.

ting too much private timber and 
the government should put more of 
its timber up for sale. 

Wall suggested that the USFS 
should mark the timber before it is 
put up for bid as does the BLM. 

Archie Heseman, Ukiah Pine 
Lumber Co., said the government 
scaling practices were getting worse, 
but it was pointed out that scaling 
is not an exact science and it is in- 
evitable that everybody won't be 
satisfied. 

Bill Beaty, Shasta Forests, said 
that as a private seller it would help 
them to have the operating costs of 
the prospective buyers. He said that 
they knew they could grow trees— 
but will economics allow them to 
stay in the tree growing business? 


“Riggers' Roundtable" 

The final afternoon session was 
devoted to a Riggers’ Roundtable, a 
giant bull session devoted to “New 
Methods and Machinery for Lower 
Logging Costs.” 

On the panel were W. A. Davies, 
School of Forestry, Oregon State 
College, Hostler; Fred Herbert, Cal- 
ifornia State Division of Forestry; 
Chester McElwee, Sacramento Box 
& Lumber Co.; Jim Thompson, 
Foresthill Logging Co.; LaMarr 
Merritt, Wetsel & Oviatt Lumber 
Co.; Walter Hansen, Ralph L. 
Smith Lumber Co.; W. H. Hansen, 
USFS; E. P. Ivory, Ivory Pine Co.; 
Bruce DeMeres, DeMeres Lumber 
Co.; Homer Vincent, Fruit Growers 
Supply Co., Westwood; and K. L. 
Morrow, U. S. Plywood Corp., An- 
derson. 

Davies opened the discussion by 
pointing out. the long way power 
saw manufacturers have come in de- 
veloping lighter saws. He men- 
tioned rubber tired logging ma- 
chines, but he wondered if a bigger 
tractor was desirable for logging. 

He pointed out how the mobile 
type log loader has risen in popu- 
larity, and mentioned new types of 
automatic tongs, as well as pre- 
loading at the landing, and re- 
loading or transferring loads. 

He pointed out that highway haul- 
ing is a bottle neck to many opera- 
tions and said that less than 5% of 
the state’s highway system carries 
logs.

| Work on Cloud Dispersal 
Fred Herbert said that last sum- 
| mer some progress had been made 
in the dispersal of lightning clouds, 
| and that eventually this source of 
forest fires might be eliminated. He 
said that last summer six separate 
experiments were made using a 
| private flying service, working on 
cumulus clouds and 30 minutes after 
the work had started the vertical 
bolts of lightning had been turned 
to harmless horizontal bolts. 

Chester McElwee told of his com- 
pany’s work in using a modified 
high lead system to take logs out of 
pockets. They took out the logs at a 
cost of $4.38 per thousand road side. 
He said that it was much cheaper 
than working them out with trac- 
tors. 

Jim Thompson said that his com- 
pany had a large set of wheels with 
a 20’ steel pole in the center, braced 
with struts, and two or three guy- 
lines. They use this as a portable 
spar pole. 


Costs for Strapping 

Herb McMahan, Ralph L. Smith 
Lumber Co., told about strapping 
logs at the mill pond with Signode 
Steel strapping. He said that it saves 
% the pond space, speeds up unload- 
ing operations, and does away with 
the sinker problem. They strapped 
15 million feet of logs at a cost of 
6844c per M. 

K. L. Morrow told of how his com- 
pany sprinkles logs in the cold deck 
to do away with blue and brown 
| stain. They use aluminum agricul- 

tural pipe with sprinkler heads to 

catch the ends of the logs. 

Hansen told how the USFS had 
mounted a Fitchburg chipper on an 
International TD14 tractor and use 
it for chipping up and dispersing 

| slash material in the woods. The 

| chipper will take material 6 to 8” 

| dia. He said that it speeds up the de- 
cay of the slash material, and re- 
duces the fire hazard. 

Ivory told of his bark composting 
program, and said that he thinks 
they have a practical and profitable 
process. The logs are barked with a 
Prentice barker. 

The portable gang mill used in the

| was described. It is operating in 

Scott Valley, Siskiyou county, and 

takes logs from 6” to 24” dia. Three

Resource Roads Meeting 

During the conference there was 
a meeting of the Natural Resources 
Road Committee, California Section, 
of the Pacific Logging Congress, of 
which Herb McMahan, Ralph L. 
Smith Lumber Cca., is chairman, and 
Gray Evans, Hammond Lumber Co., 
Larry Marshall, Dolly Varden Lum- 
ber Co., Prof. Emanuel Fritz, and 
Robert Glenn, University of Cal- 
ifornia are members. 

This committee made a recom- 
mendation to the conference which 
was passed as a resolution asking 
that the state legislature direct the 
appropriate agencies to make a sur- 
vey by January 1, 1955 as to the 
feasibility of classifying more state 
roads as natural resources roads.

Logging the precipitous 

and canyons of the Bear 
River, near the mountainous coast 
of Humboldt county, east of Scotia, 
Calif., is a tough chance, but the log- 
gers in the crew of Axel Erickson 
Logging Co., Fortuna, are used to 
rough shows, so the Bear River show 
is no novelty to them. 

Axel, who is a veteran Oregon 
logger, organized the Mountaindale

Axel Erickson Logging Company has found an effi- 
cient method of getting logs out of steep, tough shows. 


Logging Co., and logged near Forest 
Grove. Then he went over .into the 
Tillamook Burn, where he had the 
Buck Mountain Logging Co., at 
Wheeler for 12 years, and he also 
lugged at Sweet Home. Recently he 
purchased a large interest in the 
Carnation Lumber Co., Forest Grove. 

About two years ago he came to 
Fortuna with a logging outfit, and 
began to log for some of the plywood

At the present time Axel is logging 
fir, both government and privately 
owned timber. The terrain is ex- 
tremely steep for “cat” logging, so 
Axel has both a “cat” and yarder 
side. The timber runs about 500,000 
feet to the 40. 

On the “cat” side are four “Cat” 
D8s with Hyster winches, and build- 
ing skid roads is an International 
TD24 with Carco winch and Issacson 
‘dozer. Skidding distance is kept to 
a minimum. 

Erickson plans to log the year 
’round, and since this country is 
noted for its heavy rainfall, and steep 
terrain, during the winter he uses a 
Skagit BU150 yarder, powered with 
a 275 hp Cummins diesel engine, and 
loads with a Skagit BU75 loader, 
powered with a 148 hp Waukesha gas 
engine. The yarder has 1700’ of 154” 
main line, and the haul back is 7%”. 

When a LUMBERMAN field editor 
visited the show Erickson was un- 
loading logs from trucks in the floor 
of the Bear River valley with a 
Michigan Model TMDT 16 shovel, 
powered with a Waukesha gas en- 
gine. These logs would then be cold 
decked, and hauled out during the 
winter months. 

Cold decking was to be done with a 
new Model 825 Osgood Mobilcrane, 
1%-yd., capacity, powered with a 
200 hp Cummins diesel engine driv- 
ing the drums through General 
Motors Allison torque converter. The 
Mobilcrane is fitted with a 24’ Young 
Iron Works heel boom and fair lead. 
It is self propelled, and is equipped 
with Goodyear tires. It can make 10 
mph on level ground. 

The Mobilcrane takes only 15 
minutes to get ready for loading logs, 
and during the summer was used for 
loading trucks—loading out some 
125M’ per day—25 loads at 5M’ per 
truck load. In the winter the Mobil- 
crane was to be taken down to the 
cold deck. 

Twenty-five miles of private road 
are in the haul. These are rocked 
as heavily as necessary, and plenty 
of drainage ditches and culverts are 
installed. There is a tough climb out 
of the Bear River canyon—some 7 
miles, with adverse running up to 
10%. Roads are maintained with a

When the LUMBERMAN visited 
the show Erickson was logging for 
Arcata Plywood Co., Arcata, 50 miles 
away; Voll Lumber Co. 12 miles 
away, Cheadle Lumber Co., and 
Spring Creek Lumber Co. 

In the Axel Erickson logging fleet 
are nine Kenworth trucks, some 
powered with 200 hp Cummins diesel 
engines, and some with 275 hp Cum- 
mins diesels. Brakes are Bendix- 
Westinghouse, and trailers are Walk- 
ers. 

A number of gyppo log haulers 
work for Axel also—among them 
being K. W. Pavy who has a Ken- 
worth truck, powered with a 275 hp 
Cummins diesel engine, and pulling 
a Thomas trailer.

George E. Zweifel 
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Paul Morgan Talks 
to Dry Kiln Men 


Paul Morgan, Willamette Valley 
Lumber Co, plant manager, Dallas, 
Ore., participated as main speaker 
at January meeting of West Coast 
Dry Kiln Club held in Portland. His 
presentation, featuring the kilnman’s 
current position in the industry, 
ranged from the progressive kilns 
with rolling canvas doors of 42 years 
ago—at which time he was a kiln 
operator—to today’s modern drying 
equipment and techniques. In the 
earlier day stickers were positioned

Furafil’ 100—Glue Extender 


In the past year, Furafil 100 made its 
debut as a versatile filler for plywood 
glues. Its first commercial acceptance 
was in anti-bacterial blood type glues. 
Shortly after this, it proved valuable 
in extending waterproof phenolic type 
glues. 

Furafil 100 is obtained during the pro- 
cessing of corn cobs to make furfural, 
an important industrial chemical. The 
cobs are pressure-cooked with steam and 
dilute acid and, after the furfural has 
been distilled off, the remaining residue, 
which looks somewhat like ground cof- 
fee, is milled to flour fineness. This 
product, Furafil 100, consists largely of 
modified cellulose, lignin and resinous 
materials. 

At the present time, the largest single 
market for Furafil 100 is in the exten- 
sion of phenolic glues for both exterior 
and interior grade plywood. A substan- 
tial number of exterior formulas are now 
approved by the Douglas Fir Plywood 
Association and additional formulations 
are undergoing approval trials. Com- 
panion interior formulations have also 
been approved.

The manufacturers of Furafil 100 have 
the following to say about the product 
and its uses: “The exterior glues can be 
divided into two broad groups: 

“(1) Cold mixes—Glues of this type 
were the earliest to be approved and 
are comparable to types of glues long 
established in the industry. In these the 
Furafil 100 functions as an inert filler. 
No additional alkali beyond that con- 
tained in the resin solution is added and 
relativelv little pulping or viscosity in- 
crease due to the Furafil is apparent. 
They have the advantages of simple mix- 
ing and a medium viscosity and lend 
themselves to a wide variety of spread- 
ing conditions.

This develop- 
ment was based on the observation that 
larger amounts of alkali have a definite 
pulping or digesting effect on Furafil. 
It was noted that when the alkalinity 
was carried to extreme limits without 
the presence of buffers such as the resin, 
a gel was obtained. A logical step was to 
adjust the proportions and order of ad- 
dition of alkali, resin and filler to obtain 
a mixed glue of the desired viscosity. 
It is interesting to note that the alkali 
digestion of Furafil takes place quite 
easily without the outside addition of 
heat, the heat of the dissolved alkali 
alone being sufficient to promote di- 
gestion.
